Gargalla said if he could 
not get the whole area re- 
zoned to 11-2, B-l would be 
acceptable for about 7 acres 
of the property, with B-2 for 
the remaining five acres.

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Radar Equipped Car 
Added to Sheriff's 
Equipment 



Radar Itas been added to 
the Sheriff's Office equip- 
ment. The new, compact 
unit will be installed in an un- 
marked police car, catching 
speeding motorists unaware. 

Sheriff Charles E. Larson 
believes this new piece of 
equipment will serve as a de- 
terrent to motorists who dis- 
regard the law on the high- 
ways. It will not be used as 
a speed trap, Larson pointed 
out. However, there will be 
no way of knowing when you 
may meet the radar-bearing 
vehicle on the highway. 

The new equipment is 
known as the Radar Timer. 
It is a low powered trans- 
mitter and receiver. There 
is no known commercial gad- 
get, Sheriff Larson said, 
which can be used to detect 
and warn the speeding motor- 
ist of the presence of the 
radar equipment. 

Captain Harold Schcskie of 
the Sheriff's office said that 
the instrument is accurate to 
within one mile per hour in 
clocking cars at speeds up to 
ino miles an hour. "No one." 
Schcskie said, "beats radar 
evidence in court." 

Sheriff Larson, Schcskie 
said, had been planning for 
about months to get this 
equipment. The purchase was 
recently approved by the 
Board of Supervisors. Pur- 
chase of the unit was not the 
result of a drive because of 
lite recent rise of accidents in- 
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Lake County, but as part of 
a systematic, overall drive for 
safety on the highway. Schcs- 
kie painted out that a 1 drop or 
rise in accidents for a short 
period, even a year, was 
meaningless. Unless a down- 
ward trend could be main- 
tained for about five years, he 
said,, there was no real prog- 
ress. 

Scheskie pointed out that 
the sheriff's office also plans 
to use an airplane this sum- 
mer as part of highway law 
enforcement. He said the 
high accident, rate of recent 
months was discussed at a 
meeting Monday night of 
Sheriff's office personnel 
with most of the police chiefs 
in the county. Sheriff Larson 
pointed out at this meeting 
that surrounding states arc 
showing an Increase in acci- 
dents, also, during January 
and February. Most police 
personnel, he said, attribue 
the rise to the comparative- 
ly goad highways this winter, 
leading to speeding. It has 
been proven, Schcskie said, 
that motorists drive faster in 
cold weather. One reason 
tuaye be that, with windows 
closed, there is less sensation 
of speed. 

The new radar tlmcr-cqulp- 
ped car is expected to be op- 
erating on the highways with- 
in the next week. Tlte sher- 
iff's office, Scheskie said, 
hopes to add more of the 
radar units in the future.

The Illinois Boai|rt of Eco-, 
n o in i c Development has 
launched a twi-year study of 
the state's potential for ceo- 
nomic growth, a study which 
will help chart the course of 
our state in future years. 

The study will assess the 
physical, economic and hu- 
man resources of our slate, 
as well as its needs, so that 
stale government can more 
effectively program its ser- 
vices to the people. 

All of the 102 counties and 
1,2(10 towns and municipali- 
ties in Illinois will ho includ- 
ed. The study was made pos- 
sink' by a $042,000 federal 
grant, which the state is 
matching in the form of ser- 
vices by existing employes 
who are already on Raged in 
the field of planning. 

The survey will provide the 
first objective analysts in his- 
tory of the health and pros- 
pective health of the- Illinois 
economy. It will also give us 
a scientific basis for coor- 
dinating the state's' water re- 
sources. 

Once we acquire basic eco- 
nomic information, for in- 
stance, we will be better able 
to anticipate p o p u I a t i o n 
changes, since population 
grows and declines primarily 
in response to opportunities 



for making a living. VlThen 
we discover where people are 
going.we will know where wo 
should locate our schools, hos- 
pitals, recreational areas and 
other facilities that will be 
needed to serve our growing 
population. 

The diversified nature of 
the Illinois economy makes it 
extremely difficult to forecast 
changes without the compre- 
hensive information that this 
study will provide. u 

Our diversity is an asset 
because downward trends" in 
one Industry are often bal- 
anced by upward trends in 
another, but to" make use if 
this flexibility wo must be 
able to keep the economy of 
the state under close watch 
so we can adapt economic 
development policies to such 
changes when they occur. 

We hope to make this two- 
year study a part of a long- 
range state development pro- 
gram that will involve plan- 
ning for the next four to six 
years. Such planning has be- 
como_a key function of gov- 
ernmental units from village 
councils to large federal agen- 
cies. We can perform a val- 
uable function by providing 
the mechanism to coordinate 
these many plans into one 
comprehensive approach.

The Waukcgan legislator 
has repeatedly charged that 
the House of Representatives 
played into the hands of the 
Democrats during the recent 
special session of the legisla- 
ture at which, provisions were 
made for tlie election of 
State Representatives in the 
coming election- 
According to Sen.
